Report F.D.R. Will Name 
RFC Chief for Post Is 
Hailed as Gesture of 
Goodwill to Business. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt was represent- 
ed in informed congressional cir- 
cles today as having made up his 
mind to appoint Jesse Jones, RFC 
chairman, as administrator of the 
new consolidated federal lending 
agency which will come into’ ex- 
istence July 1. 

The reported decision to place 
Jones at the head of the financial 
corporations to be grouped under 
the President’s first gover: ment 
reorganization plan was hailed in 
some congressional quarters as a 
gesture of good will to business. 


As RFC chieftain Jones is cred- 
ited with having won the confi- 
dence of busir.ess men generally 
by the course he has pursued in di- 
recting the lending activities of 
that organization, Several sena- 
tors, among them Schwellenbach, 
Democrat, of Washington, Borah, 
'Republican, of Idaho, and LaFol- 
lette, Progressive, of Wisconsin, 
predicted quick senate confirma- 
‘tion if the nomination is made. 

The new agency will bring to- 
gether under one directing head 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, Electric Home and Farm 
Authority, RFC Mortgage Com- 
pany, Disaster Loan Corporation, 
Feaeral National Mortgage Asso- 
ciation, Federal Home Loan Sank 
Board, Home Owners Loan Corpo- 
ration, Federal Savings and Loan 
‘Insurance Corporation, Federal 
Housing Administration, and the 
Export-Import Bank. 

As head of this agency Jones 
thus would have general direction 
of a proposed program of loans to 
small businesses, if the Meaa bill, 
now pending in the senate bank-ag 
committee, were adopted by con- 
gress. Senator Mead, Democrat, of 
New York, propossed in the meas- 
ure that the RFC guarantee £0 per 
‘cent of loans of less than $1,000,- 
'000 to be made to businesses by 
banks at a low rate of interest. 

As a supplementary proposal, 
'Ernest G. Draper of the Federal 
Reserve board sketched broadly to 
the committee last week a plan for 
changes in the Federal Reserve 
regulations to permit small ‘tsi- 
ness loans on more liberal terms 
than now prevail.

While police detectives investi- 
gated every angle of the case yes- 
terday the mystery was only 
heightened by the refusal of the 
husband to discuss the matter. Po- 
lice questioned him for two and 
a half hours in city prison where 
he is held on a charge of suspicion 
of murder. 
Denies Striking Her. 
Liddell was taken into custody 
early yesterday and he then stout- 


year-old wife with a blood-stain- 
ed shoe which was found in the 
bedroom of their bungalow at 57 
Thirteenth street, N. E. 

Detectives E. I. Hildebrand and 
C. L. Taylor are in charge of in- 
vestigating the circumstances im- 
mediately preceding the death of 
the comely brunette whose three 
children were asleep in an ad- 
joining room when 'she died. They 
said Liddell had told them he 
“pushed his wife during an argu- 
ment” and that “her head struck 
a bed post.” 

That the woman died from a 
head injury was not doubted by 
the police when Dr. Frank K, Bo- 
land Sr., who had been summoned 
to the Liddell house by the hus- 
band, told Coroner Donehoo that 
‘a fractured skull probably was the 
cause of death. 

Held Without Bond. 

Liddell is being held ‘without 
bond pending the coroner’s jury 
verdict this morning after it meets 
at Patterson’s funeral establish- 
ment. : 

Listed among the witnesses at 
the inquest are the three children 
who range in age from 9 to 12 
years. First reports to the police 
were that the children were asleep 
and did not hear any argument 
between their parents, which, ac- 
cording to the report of the in- 
vestigating police, was admitted 
by Liddell, but who said he had 
only remonstrated with his wife 
because she had refused to obey 
doctors’ orders and remain in bed. 
His story early Sunday morning 
was to the effect that when his 
wife got up after he had told her 
not to that he pushed her back 
on the bed. He later refused to 
amplify this version. 

Norris Broyles, a partner in 
Beer & Company, the brokerage 
firm with which Liddell has been 
associated for eight years, yester- 
day called Liddell a “very val- 
uable employe.” 

Liddell is widely known in At- 
lanta and throughout Georgia. He 
was graduated from Georgia Tech 
‘in 1921, and was the catcher on 
‘the college baseball team in 1920. 
'He formerly was an_ assistant

nomics estimated today that Amer- 
ican farmers had a gross income 
ia 1938 of $9,220,00,000 from farm 
production and government subsi- 
dies, 

This comyared with $10,350,000,- 
000 estimated for 1937, $5,562,000,- 
000 for 1932—the lowest for what 
the bureau called the “depression” 
period — and $12,791,000,000 for 
1929. 


The 1938 income included 
$7,538,000,000 cash from farm mar- 
ketings, $482,000,000 from govern- 
ment benefit payments, and 
$1,200,000,000 worth of products 
retained for farm consumption. 

The bureau said the greater por- 
tion of the decline in gross income 
from 1937 to 1938 was due to a 
decrease in receipts from crups, 
particularly from grains, fruits, 
vegetables and cotton. Govern- 
ment benefit payments, on the oth- 
er hand, were 31 per cent larger 
in 1938. 

The gross income from major 
commodities for 1937 and 1938, re- 
spectively, included: 

Corn, $248,914,000 and $291,- 
315,000; wheat, $617,547,000 and 
$443,554,000; oats, $66,126,000 and 
$41,608,000; cotton lint, $770,377,-

OF ENCIRCLEMENT 


Vast Crowd Told That 
Britain and France Pur- 
sue Policies Which Led 
to World Strife in 1914. 


KASSEL, Germany, June 4.— 
(?)—Reichsfuehrer Hitler today 
told a vast crowd of German war 
veterans that Britain and France 
were pursuing a policy of “encir- 
clement,” reviving international 
practices which he said led to the 
World War. 


But, Hitler declared, there have 
been fundamental changes in Ger- 
many, the chief being a -determi- 
nation not to neglect armament 
and defense as, he said, they were 
neglected by the Kaiser’s govern- 
ment before 1914. 

Today, he said, “Germany is un- 
impressed by threats no matter 
from what quarter they come.” 

Wants Soldierly Leaders. 

The former corporal told his 
World War comrades-at-arms that 
Germany’s leaders must be sol- 
dierly. : 

“I have seen to it that anyone 
who has anything to do with the 
leadership of the state is a 100 
per cent man and soldier,” he said. 
“If ever I observe that any person 
cannot measure up to those re- 
sponsibilities he will be dismissed 
from his post—no matter who he 
4 

“It is my unalterable determina- 
tion to see to it that the highest 
leadership of the state and army 
thinks with the courage of the sim- 
ple musketeer who, without 
thought of self, gives up his life 
if orders require him to do so.” 

Talk of Removals. 

There was conjecture in Nazi 
party quarters whether the Fuehr- 
er’s remark might mean that some 
persons in high places were slated 
for removal. 

Hitler appeared happy in the 
company of the veterans and his 
brief address was largely reminis- 
cent. 

At London a reliable source said 
Soviet Russia’s latest terms for a 
mutual assistance pact among her, 
Great Britain and France were 
“not likely to cause .nuch trouble.” 

(In Paris, Premier Daladier, in 
a reference to the British-French 
negotiations with Russia and 
French negotiations with Turkey, 
declared “everything permits us to 
hope for a prompt and successful 
conclusion” of them.)

Arouses Nation 
BIRKENHEAD, England, June

sunken submarine Thetis but with 
little hope that the treacherous 
currents of the Irish sea would 
give up the submersible and her 
99 dead for five or 10 days. 

While an aroused nation await 
ed official light on the worst dis- 
aster in submarine annals, the toll 
of dead was revised to 99 when 
it was disclosed that one man, un- 
listed heretofore, was aboard the 
Thetis when she went down on 
a trial run last Thursday.

They said 
they were able to learn only that 
their colleagues were safe and 
well. 

Both the British embassy and 
Japanese officials were silent on 
the reasons for the difficulties of 
Colonel Spear and Lieutenant 
Cooper. 

Japanese military authorities, 
however, expressed resentment at 
the colonel’s “unannounced” ap- 
proach to the Japanese lines while 
he was en route to Peiping from 
Chungking, Chinese provisional 
capital. 

British officials last week ex- 
pressed the belief that he was be- 
ing held while Japanese examined 
maps in his possession.

MADRID, June 4.—(#)—New 
government orders today set June 
16 for completing demobilization 
of 420,000 soldiers of Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco’s army of 
1,000,000. 

Trains and other forms of trans- 
port are thronged with home-go- 
ing soldiers and sailors preparing 
to leave the Nationalists’ victori- 
ous forces. 

Officials, however, are keeping 
eareful records of all demobiliz- 
ed men in order to assure rapid 
remobilization should a national 
emergency arise. 

At Salamanca, some 500 Por- 
tuguese soldiers who fought for 
the Nationalists in the civil war, 
said farewell to Spain in a field 
mass and parade before National- 
ist civil and military authorities. 
Officers of the Portuguese troops, 
including many air force officers, 
received the Spanish medalla mil- 
itar. 

Franco also is demilitarizing 
private war industries and rapid- 
ly liquidating other military units, 
All vessels, automobiles and trucks 
requisitioned from private own- 
ers for war purposes are being 
returned. 

Thousands of demobilized sol- 
diers daily are being assigned to 
reconstruction projects. 

The government ordered sol- 
diers of the 1932 class demobi- 
lized during the week § starting 
next Friday, June 9. This is the 
sixth demobilization, each class 
averaging 70,000 men. Naval 
classes from 1926 to 1930 are to 
start demobilizing June 15. 

Antonio Maseda, entrusted with 
repatriation of Spanish children 
given refuge abroad during the 
war, said Franco would ask So- 
viet Russia for the return of 3,- 
000 children sent there. 

It was announced that Toledo, 
scene of the dramatic lifting of 
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the siege of the Alcazar early in 
the struggle, had been proposed 
as host to the next international 
anti-comintern congress as a 
“symbol of victory over Bolshev- 
ism.” The congress is scheduled 
tentatively for next November.

22 Lose Lives 


In Theater Fire 


MEXICO CITY, June 4.—(P)— 
The fire department at Zacatepec, 
Morelos State, reported today 
that 22 persons were killed in a 
theater fire last night. 

Twelve seriously injured per- 
sons were brought to hospitals 
here. 

Mexico City agencies sent doc- 
tors, nurses, ambulances and oth- 
er aid to the little village 90 miles 
south of here. The town is not 
far from Cuernavaca where many 
wealthy. Mexicans have their 
homes.

At the Grocery 
A trip to the average grocery store will 
Quickly convince any Georgian of a chief reason 
for the plight of the state farmers—and food 
industries. 
For a day’s purchase, say on “stocking up 


day,” the housewives will-buy soup, made from 


New Jersey vegetables; cheese, made in Wis- 
consin or New York; vegetables grown in Cali- 
fornia or Florida or Alabama—some, perhaps, 
from Georgia; meat raised in the west, proc- 
essed in Kansas City, fed with midwestern 
corn in the final stages en route to market: 
prepared desserts made in New York; canned 
vegetables raised and processed in the west, 
or middle west. 

There is no objection to the purchase of food 
raised or processed in other states, for of such 
is the lifeblood of America. It is striking, how- 
ever, that of all the purchases, probably only 
one or two items will be Georgia’s—milk, prob- 
ably, and a vegetable. An order for groceries 
ranging from $2.50 to $5, out of which only 30 
or 40 cents is returned to the Georgia farmers 
or dairymen. 

In the example of meats, it is not difficult to 
determine the reason, even though it may be 
hard to fathom the cause. A so-called Kansas 
City cut of beef will be firm, of rich color, and 
blood-retaining. A cut of Georgia-raised meat, 
speaking in generalities, will be loose in texture, 
of an off-color and drained or draining of 
blood. A meat expert has the reason at his 
tongue tip, the animal has been fed nothing but 
grass, while the western cut is from an animal 
properly fed in preparation for the market. On 
the other hand, when the livestock shows are 
held in Georgia there is a demand for that beef, 
it has been properly prepared and is as fine as 
any meat obtainable anywhere in the world. 
It can be done, yet it isn’t being done in a state 
admirably suited to the raising of beef cattle. 
There are, of course, exceptions, but for the 
most part the market is completely neglected, 
even though it is there for the asking, and 
the raising. 

As with meat, so it is with other food items. 
Cheese is made in Georgia, yet on a small scale 
despite its great possibilities and it is unavail- 
able in all but a few stores. Georgians auto- 
matically ask for Wisconsin or New York cheese. 

The time is near when Georgians must look 
to these things, for a time when Georgia prod- 
ucts can be sent into the markets of the nation 
rather than a time when Georgians pour back 
their wealth into products that can be better 
raised at home. The answer lies in proper fi- 
nancing of Georgia food industries, and in edu- 
cation of the farmer to the possibilities of his 
land. The task ahead is great, the rewards be- 


yond calculation. 


Hot Dogs at Fair 


The allegation of high cost of food at the 
New York World's Fair has been labeled a base 
canard. One restaurant company, purveyors of 
food on a coast-to-coast chain, insists officially 
that it is maintaining 80 stands around the fair 
grounds at which it is possible to purchase 
either frankfurters or hamburgers at the nomi- 
nal price of 10 cents. 

A substantia] meal, this genial host avers, 
is yours at the fair for only 30 cents, with high 
quality thrown in. 

The New York fair has managed to acquire, 
for an easily understandable reason, a reputa- 
tion for expensiveness and, indeed, New York 
newspapers have been full of reports of trank- 
furters at the rate of 85 cents, with sauerkraut 
and rolls and a drink gratis, and of similar 
eventful food excursions in a rarified atmos- 
phere. 

But it would appear evident that the flood 
of unwelcome publicity has spurred the more 
reasonable elements, naturally less publicized, 


’ to defend the inexpensiveness of their service. 
And it is only rasonable that an enterprise as 


vast as the New York fair would afford the 
visitor accommodations of all types and all 


The conclusion is inevitable that the visitor 
to New York must exercise the caution common 
to all persons in all cities. A fool and his money 
are easily parted—and the fool at the New York 
fair can expect to be treated no differently 
from a nitwit in any place. It would appear 
solely a matter of pocketbook and intelligence 
whether a frankfurter costs 85 cents or a dime.

Influx of Gold. 

The British, fearful lest too much of their 
wealth be transferred to the United States, 
have imposed an “unofficial ban’ on the pur- 
chase of United States securities. No edict was 
issued. No law was passed. A simple statement 
from the Bank of England, the London Stock 
Exchange and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
that the practice was no longer desirable from 
the British: point of view, has had a telling 
effect. ° 

The retirement of British purchasers from 
the American security market will, in all prob- 
ability, have an influence greatly out of pro- 
portion to the value of securities ordinarily 
traded. English buying represents only a frac- 
tion of one per cent of the total business done 
on the New York Stock Exchange. But even 
a small decline in volume of business is bound 
to affect the market. 

In past years it was the fixed policy of 
Britain to encourage the exportation of capital. 
Money invested abroad developed foreign trade. 
.The practice made London the banking center 
of the world. It also made England the world’s 
greatest trading nation. The recent exodus of 
capital, however, was an entirely different mat- 
ter. It had no relation to the old policy. It 
meant money in a headlong flight for a tem- 


porary place of safety. It brought no beneficial | 


returns in the way of trade. 

Banks in New York city, with their vaults 
already overflowing with nearly $1,000,000,000 
of European funds on a mission of safety- 
seeking, are faced with a problem. They simply 
have too much money on hand. In an effort 
to discourage a further flight into their vaults 
the matter of charging fees on foreign deposits, 
instead of paying interest, has been under se- 
rious consideration. 

Despite the attempt to keep British gold at 
home and all the urging to invest it in British 
enterprise, over $100,000,000 found its way to 
American shores within the past two months, 
to be invested in United States paper money. 
This, of course, leaves no doubt as to the opin- 
ion of the British people, as well as others who 
have sent their gold here, on the safety and 
value of United States currency. It is also re- 
garded in some quarters on this side of the 
Atlantic as a flattering tribute to the nation’s 
present fiscal policy. 

But when it is remembered that the United 
States is paying a premium for all this gold; 
that over 60 per cent of the world’s gold supply 
already overflows the nation’s vaults; that buy- 
ing United States paper money with gold, as a 
temporary expedient, is not trade; that despite 
the vast influx of gold during the past few

surrender to the old age pension vote 
is now planned as the President’s grand pre-1940 gesture. The 
Social Security Board’s proposals for sweetening the pension pot 
seem trivial, both to Dr. Townsend’s “senior citizens” and to the 
New Deal spenders. Something far more generous and costly is 
contemplated. As yet, it is impossible to say what form the scheme 
will take. One thought is to give $25 a month to single persons 
past 65 and $40 to married couples, after a means test. Another 
is to make the pensions $40 for single persons and $60 for married 
couples, with no means test required and 60 as the age limit. At 
any rate, it appears probable that all pretense of keeping the old 
age pension system on a self-liquidating basis will be abandoned. 
“The down-hearted budget-balancers at the treasury fear an added 
annual expense of around $500,000,000. 

Of course, until a definite scheme has been evolved and passed 
by him, the President’s final decision cannot be more than guessed 
at. But his lieutenants are working on the scheme with his ap- 
proval and seem confident that, when their work is done, it will 
receive his blessing. His kindly reference to old age pensions in 
his speech to the retailers was a noteworthy sign, as was also his 
reception of the chief pension shouter in congress, Senator Sheridan 
Downey, of California, on the day of the speech. The Downey 
interview seems to have been pure window-dressing for the old age 
vote, since it had no other ascertainable purpose. 


PLEASING DUTY The purpose of the new pension scheme was 

simply but rather beautifully summed up 
by Florida’s Senator Claude Pepper, who has > “It’s important 
to the Democratic party, and furthermore the old people deserve 
the money.” Among the New Dealers in the éxecutive branch, the 
scheme has the additional background of the spending theory. 
Under the spending theory, it is a pleasing duty to pay off political 
pressure groups, since the more that is spent, the more prosperous 
the country will be. 3 

One of the first of the New Deal spendérs to interest himself in 
pensions was their titular leader, Chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board Marriner S. Eccles. While he ras ceased to study the prob- 
lem, the center of activity has shifted to a point much nearer the 
White House. Important presidential advisers are co-ordinating 
material and leading discussions of pensions. New Deal economists 
such as Commissioner of Labor Statistics Isador Lubin have been 
asked for data. David Cushman Coyle’s “Age Without Fear” has 
been dug out as a source of helpful hints. And on Capitol Hill 
eae Deal senators are anxiously awaiting the White House “green 
ig By heap. 

Senator Pepper is the author of the $40 and $60 pension scheme, 
but Senator Theodore Francis Green has been tentatively chosen to 
sponsor the official bill. The self-important Rhode Islander is burst- 
ing with proud excitement at the task confided to him, and hopes 
to lead the pension fight in congress. Considering the itch of Pepper 
and others to give the treasury to the old folks, Green will have to 
struggle for the limelight, however. 


AN EFFECTIVE GESTURE To be sure, the sponsors of the 

pension scheme are not having 
things all their own way. The Social Security Board still clings to 
the theory that pensions should be self-liquidating. The treasury 
will put up a fight. But, if the President chooses to surrender to 
the old age vote, it will be very hard to stop. It is the old, old 
story. Congress can hardly resist a pressure group without spine- 
stiffening support from the White House. If the White House ac- 
tually goes congress one better, the law-nakers have nothing to do 
but go along. : 

Moreover, the pension vote grows stronger by the day. The 
claims of the Townsend plan people, that they already have 2,000,- 
000 members and are getting new ones at the fate of 4,000 a day, 
are doubtless exaggerated. If they were not, there would have 
been more than 97 votes for the plan in the house this week. Yet 
there is certainly a vast potential lobby for pensions, and the threat 
will grow more immediate every month that hard times are pro- 
longed. As one of the Townsendite lobbyists in Washington re- 
marked ruefully, “Prosperity is the one thing sure to beat us.” 

Very likely the present session of congress will see no more 
than the preparations for the grand New Deal pension gesture. The 
desire is strong to get congress out cf the way. The gesture will 
be even more effective if made just before the national campaign, 
when it will simultaneously captivate the old folks and put the Re- 
publicans and economy Democrats on the spot. And just to make 
the gesture more effective, it’s planned to administer the new pen- 
sion system from Washington, which will incorporate all the pen-

Public Health Officer 


Not so many years ago the public health 
officer in many communities was looked upon 
by skeptics as an expensive luxury, as the per- 
sonification of some new-fangled idea without 
tangible evidence of merit. But the part he has 
Since played in prevention of disease and in 
improvement in the health of the people ranks 
him second to none among public officials, 

On June 8, 9 and 10 the Georgia Public 
Health Association will hold its annual meeting 
in Atlanta. Its president Dr. S. C. Rutland, 
of Troup county, will preside. 

The actual participants in the solution of 
public health problems will exchange their 
views and experiences. There will be addresses 
by specialists in the various phases of the work. 
Advances in the treatment of malaria, studies 
in typhoid, maternal and child health, nursing, 
follow-up in tuberculosis control, obstetrics, in- 
fant care are among the topics for discussion, 
as well as such practical engineering details as 
“ditch-lining” in malaria control. 

Only three or four decades ago the mere 
rumor of an epidemic—smallpox, typhoid, in- 
fluenza, diphtheria, to name only a few—was 
a thing to be dreaded. It struck fear in the 
hearts of the people. Today, however, scarcely 
a second thought is given to such talk. It is 


that the public health officer and his organiza- 
tion, working in close co-operation with the 
medical profession, has the situation well in 
hand.

Late the other night a bus in 
which this writer was traveling to 
Bristol, Va., from Asheville, N. C., 
crashed into a private automobile, 
wrecking it completely but in- 
flicting nothing worse than a few 
bumps and cuts on the occupants. 
The bus was disabled and another 
one had to be sent from Bristol to 
carry us all in. Nothing could 
have been more sociable than that 
trip in. The passengers included 
a farmer, three high school girls, 
a groceryman, a furniture sales- 
man, a young New York lawyer, a 
rayon mill worker, a school teach- 
er, and a hosiery manufacturer. 
Before the accident none of us 
knew each other at all or felt any 
desire to know each other. Some 
of us were too superior, some too 
inferior, and all too varying, to 
get acquainted. Life was too short 
to trouble with people in such cas- 
ual and passing encounter. 


But rolling into Bristol after the 
accident, it was different. It was 
almost like the bus scene in “It 
Happened One Night.”

The mill 
worker and the manufacturer 
were buddies, so were the New 
Yorker and the farmer, the teach- 
er and the salesman, the grocer 
and the schoolgirls.

Maybe a day 
is coming when, in memory of 
clashes: by night and merciful es- 
capes, we shall all go rolling home 
to Bristol, happy in each others’ 
society and blessedly at peace. 


At beautiful Sullins College, 
high on the hills of Bristol, we 
heard President W. E. Martin elo- 
quently add tears to tears for the 
graduating class last week by de- 
scribing the desolation of a college 
scene in summer when the stu- 
dents are gone.

THE MARSHES OF GLYNN Not much happened down on the 
marshes of Glynn. The legisla- 
tors were dined and those who desired were wined. But the ex- 
pected drive to get signatures on a proposed sales tax pledge was 
postponed, | 

The report of the economy committee in all probability doomed 
the sales tax in so far as this summer is concerned. There wil! be, 
= — to be, a public demand that the economies be put into 
effect. 

There will have to be a legislative session to accomplish this 
and the committee’s report may get kicked around when it does 
come to the floor. It will pinch where politics pinch most, in 
patronage. 

There will be no sales tax. The legislators, ears tuned in on 
public sentiment, knew it would be bad politics to indorse that tax 
in the face of the economy committee’s report. 

The school problem remains acute and there is cause for real 
alarm in those counties wherg the schools were kept open and the 
teachers paid through loans. The economy committee suggested no 
method of reimbursing those counties. It would be patently unfair 
to penalize those counties. There ought to be found some method 
of repaying them before the fall terms begin but it cannot be done 
without a legislative session. 

It is unthinkable that Georgia will permit her school system to 
be jeopardized. Yet it must be confessed there is considerable 
apathy on the part of the public and the legislature itself. Econ- 
omy which restricts education is not real economy. 


THE POLITICAL POT Meanwhile, the political pot continues 
to boil. Mr. Hugh Howell, the only an- 


nounced candidate for governor, is making quite a few commence- 
ment speeches. : 

He finds time to ask his audiences if they recall who told them 
the schools were going to be closed and he reports, with some sat- 
isfaction, that they call back, “Old Hugh told us.” 

There usually are conferences after the “speaking.” ‘Mr. Howell 
is attempting to build up an organization; to get small organizations 
talking about “Old Hugh.” He believes himself to be well set. 

There is an air of confidence in the Talmadge ranks. They are 
not doing much talking for the papers but they, too, are working. 
They believe that Hugh Howell got the Talmadge vote in the race 
of last summer and that he will not get it next summer and that 
without it he will not be a strong factor. 

The former Governor gets about the state and there are the 
usual visitors to the Talmadge offices. He believes the Talmadge 
legions are intact. 


A THIRD CANDIDATE Failure of the legislators to indicate 


any real special session enthusiasm, 
may mean that Abit Nix, the Athens attorney, will enter the race. 
Some time ago he announced that he would be a candidate unless 
the legislature did something about the schools. 
There are those who are feeling out the possibilities of a Nix 
campaign with a view toward getting behind him if there seems to 
be any chance of a victory.

They feel the state needs to get rid of the old 
influences. If they can find enough such sentiment they will get 
behind Nix with money and work. 
An excellent speaker and possessed of an excellent reputation 
as an attorney and a man, Nix might be a successful candidate 
should Hugh Howell be able to split the Talmadge ranks. 
There are at least two or three other gentlemen who are dallying 
with the idea of running for governor. One of them has been tour- 
ing the state trying to find out how his candidacy would be received. 
To date the state administration has not indicated its attitude 
toward the race or a possible candidate.

IN THE MEANTIME fusion. No matter what the result of 


the elections of this week, there will be court fights. There is al- 
most sure to be court fights on some of the Rivers appointments. 

The result of the balloting will mean nothing at all until a long 
court fight is over. Those who plan the fight indicate they will 
carry the whole matter to the supreme court of the United States if 
it is required.

What is the cause? It was revealed to mankind many centuries

In meditating upon our various “national problems,” have you 
ever traced them back to their beginnings and considered the mo- 
tives of the men who began them? 

Take, for example, our oldest race problem. It caused a war 
that almost destroyed the nation. It is an unsolved problem still. 
And no man can estimate the strife and bitterness and heartache it 
will cause before the solution is found in ages yet to come. 

What gave us this problem? The greed of southern planters 
who desired cheap labor, and of Yankee shipowners who sacrificed 
their principles for the easy profits of slave-running. 

Why did the captains of industry and the steamship companies 
in the time of our fathers conspire to bring in herds of cheap labor 
and thus burden the country with racial groups that never yet have 
been assimilated? It was their love of money. 

Examine every wrong and every hurtful thing done to this coun- 
try by its officials and its citizens since the beginning—the looting 
of natural resources, the robbery of the Indians, the theft of public 
lands, the destruction of beauty, the debauchery of public officials 
and corruption of the courts—and always the basic explanation is 
the same: “The love of money is the-root of all evil.” ti, 

Today we live in dread of war; and strife between conflicting 
interests and ideas here at home endangers our national security 
and builds up an ever-increasing tension that threatens the prop- 
erty and the living and the fundamental rights of every citizen. We 
blame this and that, according to our individual prejudices, but the 
cause, as usual, is the love of money. | 

The love of money is the root of all evil. 

We know it is true, yet this cause of evil has existed so long that 
we call it human nature and assume that it cannot be overcome. 

As a matter of fact it has been overcome by many, with result- 
ing increase in the joy of living. They do not make less money, 
but they make and use it decently. 

And, believe it or not, our social problems will not be solved 
until we remove their cause by teaching all men to love their 
country, their fellow men, honor, fair play and compassion more

Contract Bridge 
Game of Fits 
and Misfits 


By Harold Sharpsteen. 


Even with bidding strategy in 
bridge so greatly improved since 
the advent of contract, the most 
logical and_ scientific reasoning 
will not always prevail against 
bad distribution or the game 
would probably lose much of its 
charm. 

Contract bridge is a game of 
fits and misfits. Contracts are de- 
feated because two hands do not 
fit, Contracts are often passed up 
when two hands fit in the most 
unexpected places, because there 
may be no way of knowing it. 

NO SECOND-GUESSES. 

Bidding and playing a hand in 
actual contest is one thing. Re- 
bidding or replaying it at double 
dummy, with all cards exposed, 
is a different proposition. There is 
no chance for second-guessing in 
actual play. That must be left to 
the kibitzers. 

A first year bridge student fell 
into a hornet’s nest with the fol- 
lowing hand, but it is doubtful a 
more experienced player would 
have fared much better. To verify 
our conclusions the hand was giv- 
en to an entire class of mixed stu- 
dents to bid. The hand: 

S—A Q7 6 D—A K 

H—A J 3 C—K Q 6 4 

SELECT YOUR BID. 

The hand contains 5 1-2 plus 
honor-tricks. How would you 
open the bidding with it? The hand 
was variously opened at one spade, 
one club, two spades, two clubs, 
one notrump and two notrumps. 

Those who opened one in a suit 
argued the hand does not contain 
more honor-tricks than losing 
tricks and should not be opened 
as a two-demand. Because the 
hand was not a 4-3-3-3 hand pat- 
tern, the notrump opening was 
ruled out. 

When the bid was opened at 
one in a suit, it was passed out 
around the table. Opened at one 
notrump, the partnership reach- 
ed game in notrump. Opened at 
two spades or two clubs the final 
contract was all the way from 
three notrump to six diamonds 
and six notrumps. For partner’s

The business girl has an aver-, 


sion to being lectured on nutrition 
—it is probably a holdover from 
the days when mother kept say- 
ing “eat your spinach!” 
But whatever the reason, Edith 


M. Gates, director of the national 


health program of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, 
has found business girls as a 
group are totally disinterested in 
listening to talks on vitamins. So, 
the newest approach is: What do 
you eat? 

Encouraging the business girl to 
talk about what she eats has been 
highly successful as a policy, but 
from the standpoint of nutrition 
the revelations have been appall- 


ing. It appears that the diet of the 
average business girl is so far 
short of her requirements that it 
is held responsible for fatigue, in- 
digestion, mervousness and in- 
somnia. 

Basically, the trouble may be 
the business girl’s reluctance to 
take time to eat. When she is 
working hard, it is easier to have 
something sent in from the drug- 
store. And when she does have a 
noon hour to nerself, it’s too good 
an opportunity for shopping to be 
wasted in eating. All too many 
women grab a quick bite at a 
lunch counter and hasten away to 
try on a dress or hat. 

And when a woman starts sav- 
ing for a fur coat, it’s the food bill 
that takes the first slash. Other 
expenses are more or less stable 
and not nearly so easily juggled. 

So when the business woman 
lists what she eats, it is very like- 
ly to be coffee and a doughnut for 
breakfast; a sandwich and a bev- 
erage for lunch; a meat, vegetable, 
salad, dessert and coffee for din- 
ner. In spite of the fairly good 
evening meal, such a diet is so in- 
adequate that, if continued over a 
period of time, it will seriously af- 
fect health and efficiency. 

Time is the main element in get- 
ting the food you need. It takes 
a little time to plan for the foods 
you need, and then it takes time 
to eat them. The difference in cost 
—if any—is negligible. Cabbage 
is cheap, so is whole wheat bread, 
and a glass of milk costs no more 
than most other soft drinks

I have to laugh, writes Mrs. F. 
P., when I think that 20 years ago 
my father forbade his children to 
eat wheat germ. He bought it 
under the name of shorts in 100- 


pound sacks to feed to his hogs-;- 


He said it was the finest thing 
money could buy for hogs, but it 
might give us the stomach ache. 
The craving for it- was so great, 
however, that we sneaked it and 
ate it by the handful dry. 

Father’s prejudice against using 
the heart of the wheat kernel as 
food still keeps a lot of people in 
a cachectic state (general ill 
health )—cachexia' Americana. A 
similar prejudice against the use 
of skim milk has caused enormous 
wastage of that excellent food, 
which is second only to fresh 
sweet milk in nutritive value, di- 
gestibility and desirability in the 
daily diet of intelligent people. 

I have been yelling my head off, 
figuratively, for years trying to, 
persuade people to use PLAIN 
WHEAT, as a staple of the daily 
dietary. But it seems when they 
set out to obtain a supply of wheat 
they are pretty certain to en- 
counter the quaint old (at least 50 
or 60 years old) prejudice against 
the use of such stuff by human 
beings. Even merchants who have 
wheat for sale (for feed) rebuff 
the inquiring customer with the 
misinformation that wheat that 
hasn’t been processed is scarcely 
fit for human consumption. 

One ounce of wheat or of wheat 
bran contains as much vitamin B 
complex as rounded teaspoonful of 
wheat germ or three carrots or two 
eggs or a medium size banana or 
a head of lettuce or three ounces 
of orange juice or tomato juice. 
Only an insignificant part of the 
vitamin B complex in wheat re- 
mains in the white bread univer- 
sally used as an excellent funda- 
mental part of every meal. It is 
the very fact that people depend 
so much upon bread for energy, 
warmth, building and repair ma- 
terial, and hence bread furnishes 
so large a proportion of the calo- 
ries required daily, that prompts, 
us to urge the general use of 
wheat, wheat germ and wheat 
bran in the every day family di- 
etary, for this is the natural, eco- 
nomical way to provide the daily 
ration of vitamin B complex, with- 
out which normal nutrition and 
good health is impossible. 

Then, too, the extremely large 
per capita consumption of sugar in 
the United States (109 pounds), so 
it follows that nearly one-fourth 
of the per capita energy requir- 
ment is met by eating sugar in 
one form or another. Sugar is 
entirely free of the minerals and 
vitamins that grew with it. 

Finally, estimate how much of 
the vitamins and minerals in va- 
rious vegetables and fruits are de- 
stroyed or dissolved out or re- 
moved by refining, preserving, 
cooking, and other processes to 
which food is subjected. 

Then tell me if you can where 
any one is going to get the. op- 
timal daily ration of vitamins and 
minerals which is indispensable 
for health and vigor. If you can’t 
tell me, let me try to tell you

40 Commercial Secretaries End 


- Three-Day Convention-in-a-Bus 


sources, Weary Travelers 
to National Forest 


By CLINT DAVIS. 

Completing a three-day tour of 
north Georgia, 40 travel-weary 
members of the Georgia Associa- 
tion of Commercial Secretaries, 
representing some 25 cities in the 
state, returned to Atlanta last 
night from their 1939 convention— 
in a bus. 

Chief objective of the trip was 
to inspect the huge timber, min- 
eral, water and recreational re- 
sources of north Georgia in order 
to be better able to sell Georgians 
and the nation on the wonders 
of that section. 

Among the points of interest 
covered were Fort Mountain and 
Vogel State Park, gold mining op- 
erations near Dahlonega, and the 
system of power lakes and de- 
velopments in north Georgia. 


Visit National Forest. 


Highlight of the trip was a visit 
to the Chattahoochee National 
Forest where rangers and other 
officials of this organization told 
of the progress made in the gov- 
ernment’s plan for developing and 
protecting the 600,000 - acres of 
publicly owned timber for the 
utilization by industry, as well as 
water shed protection, wild life 
and recreational development. 

The final day’s travel included 
a visit to Rabun Beach recrea- 
tional development, constructed by 
the United States forest service 
on the shores of Lake Rabun; in- 
spection of the Tallulah Falls hy- 
droelectric plant of the Georgia 
Power Company, and a visit to 
the forest tree nursery of the 
Georgia division of forestry at 
Flowery Branch. Here Don Wed- 
dell, director of forestry for the 
state of Georgia, explained how 
the state raised approximately 5,- 
000,000 pine trees annually, for 
planting barren acres in Georgia.
